MERELY  reverting  to  the  former  sys- 
tem of  two-way  streets  isn't  going  to 
get  the  city  council  out  of  its  downtown 
traffic  tmuhles.  If  the  council  decided  to 
abandon  the  one-way  street  plan  because 
it  was  satisfied  that  such  a system 
wouldn't  work,  then  it  will  have  to  find 
one  that  will.  If.  however,  it  was  the  pro- 
tests of  a few  retailers  that  brought  about 
the  somersault,  the  council  is  apt  to  find 
that  its  troubles  are  onlv  beginning. 

Sooner  or  later  the  City  is  going  to 
have  to  do  something  drastic  to  relieve  the 
traffic  pressure.  The  plain  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  F6rt,  Government  and  cer- 
tain other  streets  in  the  business  section 
are  far  too  narrow  to  permit  two  way 
traffic  to  flow  and  to  provide  parking 
snare  as  well.  Conditions  on  Government 
Street  now,  and  those  on  Fort  before  the 
one-way  experiment  went  info  effect, 
should  be  enough- demonstration  of  that. 

The  council  seems  to  want  both  to 
sneed  up  the  flow  nf  traffic  and  to  increase 
Ihevurbside  parking  sp.-vp.  It  can't  have 
if  both  ways  because  the  streets  jii«t 
weren’t  built  that  way.  For  there  to  be 
any  real  improvement  in  the  control  of 
movement,  either  there  will  have  to  be  a 


system  of  one-way  streets  or  else  parking 
will  have  to  he  curtailed  on  one  or  both 
sides  of  some  of  them,  plus  the  cutting 
out  of  left  turns  at  certain  intersections. 

Obviously  then  the  City  Ls  bound  to 
incur  displeasure  from  one  quarter  or 
another  whatever  it  does.  If  it  tries  an- 
other plan  of  one-way  streets  some  of  the 
merchants  arc  not  going  to  like  that;  yet 
ii  it  cut  out  parking  altogether  on  streets 
like  Fort  and  Government  the  bellow  of 
pain  that  would  go  up  would  make  the 
Fort  Street  retailers'  recent  protest  sound 
like  a squeak.  _ 

Since  the  council  cannot  hope  to  satisfy 
everyone  it  looks  as  if  it  will  have  to 
decide,  before  doing  anything  furthpr, 
which  is  the  more  important:  a systematic 
plan  to  keep,  traffic  from  tying  itself  into 
knots  all  over  the  place,  or  compliance 
with  the  diverse  and  in  some  cases  contra- 
dictory wishes  of  part  of  the  commercial 
element.  That  decision  certainly  is  r*pt 
going  to  be  an  easy  one  to  make,  and  in 
approaching  it  the  council  will  rrquire  a 
lot  more  courage  than  has  been  displayed 
up  to  now.  (’hanging  course  every  time 
someone  kicks  up  a fuss  won't  get  the  - 
City  anywhere. 
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“Here  I am,  Mister” 


Educational  Bursaries 


TUFRF  is  one  field  in  which  a uniform 
system  of  encouragement  to  young 
talent  Is  lacking  in  Canada,  and  that  is 
heeause  of  the  non-existence  of  any  general 
plan  of  educational  scholarships  across 
the  country  and  for  preference  under  the 
aegis  of  the  federal  government.  Some 
service  clubs  participate  in  world  scholar- 
ship schemes.  There  are  a few  fotmda- 


thev  are  at  an  age  most  responsive  to 
study.  Scores  of  instances  could  be  cited 
in  British  Columbia  of  top-flight  talent 
that  has  for  this  reason  remained  handi- 
capped. where  not  unconsciously  blocked 
for  life. 

Tbe  Massey  commission  on  cultural 
trends  in  Canada  gave  an  interesting  in- 
sight into  what  could  be  done  for  young 
people  if  there  were  in  existence  some  one

There  are  some  bursaries  given  by  indus- 
trial and  other  institutions,  mostly  for 
advanced  teehnical  education  along  their 
own  lines.  But  between  them  all  there 
are  wide  gaps  and  no  express  recognition 
for  the  really  talented  young  man  or 
young  woman  whom  advanced  tuition 
might  round  out  into  brilliance. 

Some  young  people  with  marked  talent 
are  fortunate  in  that  parental  resources 
are  sufficient  to  see  them  through  to  the 
highest  rungs  of  the  ladder,  an  investment 
which  when  ability  is  present  is  among  the 
safest  and  the  most  rewarding  humanly 
that  eould  possibly  be  imagined.  Their 
position  however,  can  be  considered  as 
exceptional.  The  more  common  lot  of 
able  young  people—  thase  with  innate 
capacity  to  absorb  and  profit  by  advanced 
instruction— is  that  their  education  has 
to  be  suspended  for  economic  reasons  w hen 


could  subscribe.  Talent  is  not  indigenu- 
ous  or  geographically  confined.  It  can, 
and  docs,  occur  at  random.  Bright  minds 
have  the  same  hallmark  everywhere — 
they  are  organized  intellects  with  a true 
<ense  of  inquiry  and  a real  capacity  to 
learn.  Fa ch  of  the  10  provinces  Jias  its 
share  of  such  ability,  and  no  plan  which 
was  not  nation-wide  in  scope  would  l>e 
worth  joint  effort. 

Gne  has  to  turn  to  the  universities  of 
Canada  to  understand  the  fruits  or  ad- 
vanced instruction.  From  college  after 
college  in  this  country  has  come  not  mere 
ability  or  cleverness,  but  in  some  instances 
genius.  In  scientific  research,  in  medicine, 
in  chemistry,  in  physics,  in  many  of  the 
rarified  and  difficult  advanced  techniques 
of  the  times,  there  have  been  young  Cana- 
dians who  have  become  figures  of  world 
prominence.  Their  road  up  for  the  most 
part  was  long,  discouraging  and  unaided. 
That  can,  and  that  should  be  cured.

No  NATO  for  Southeast  Asia

pVEN  if  a southeast  Asia  defense  treaty  it 
E signed  it  now  promise*  to  be  more  a 
political  warning  against  further  aggression 
ihan,  a practical  military  arrangement  such 
as  I he  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization. 

The  United  States,  sponsoring  the  project, 
i«  fared  with  a situation  in  which  It  seeks  to 
guarantee  territory  where  the  defense  organl- 
raiion  cannot  have  any  bases  and  which  will 
he  able  fo  contribute  little  if  any  to  its  own 
self-defense. 


Under  the  Indo-China  rea«e  fur  agreement 
Cambodia  aitd  Viet  Nam  are  not  per- 
mitted to  furnish  such  hases,  nor  can  they 
make  military  arrangements  with  outside 
p*  wers. 

In  addition.  Rrjtnln  is  expected  to  hold  is 
the  view  that  armed  forces  of  (he  Western 
powers  should  not  be  stationed  In  any  of 
the  Aslan  countries  which  may  subscribe  to 
the  treaty. 

* ♦ * 

This  coincide*  with  the  desire  of  the  US. 
to  avoid  commitments  in  Asia  parallel,  in  two 
respects,  lo  those  contained  in  the  North 
Atlantic  Treaty.  UA  military  policy-makers 
are  reported  to  oppose  any  treaty  clause 


which  would  commit  the  United  State*  auto- 
matically to  fight  under  given  condition*. 

And  they  express  a fear  that  a definite  promise 
to  keep  troops  in  the  area  might  immobilize 
strength  which  could  be  better  used  elsewhere. 
* * * 

This  would  make  the  proposed  southeast 

Asian  Treaty  Organization  more  like  the 
Western  Hemisphere  Defense  Part,  nr  like 
the  ANZUS  arrangement  with  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  than  like  NATO.  These  latter 
arr.’ingements  are  largely  skeletal  affair*,  ar- 
ranged to  keep  defense  organizations  In  being 
rather  than  to  meet  an  immediate  military 

threat.  In  fact,  SEATO  now  promises  to  he 
largely  an  extension  of  ANZUS. 

* ♦ * 

The  only  Asiatic  nations  likely  to  partici- 
P»'e  are  Thailand  and  the  Philippines,  and 
present  prospects  are  that  they  would  be  the 
only  place*,  though  Britain  would  do  her 
duty  in  Malaya,  where  there  would  be  any 
appreciable  military  buildup. 

Hils  means  that.  If  new  Communist  ag 
grrsslon  did  develop,  and  If  SEATO  decided 
to  art.  the  three  Western  powers  would  have 
to  carry  the  load,  with  the  United  States 
in  much  the  same  position  she  occupied  in 
Korea.

Just  imagine  what 
it  meant  on  the  part  of  all  engaged 
in  the  most  recent  playing  of  the 
classic  which  took  several  hours  to 
sot r|e,  during  w'htch  only  one  error 
occurred  in  actual  play;  while  for 
strategy  it  went  into  top  brackets 
under  the  watchful  eyes  of  baseball  s 
most  astute  campaigners. 


Strategy  was  responsible  and 
should  be  given  the  credit  for  a large 
.share  of  that  day's  accomplishments 
-a  memorable  game  for  all  who  saw 
or  heard  It.  Particularly  smart  was 
Innovation  Introduced  for  selecting 
the  players,  which  really  made  the 
most  recent  game  played  by  all-star 
performers  best  of  all  *o  far  in  the 
land  of  the  game's  origin 
Baseball  is  a grand  game  to  play 
as  well  as  to  WjJgh.  especially  to 
watch.  There  Is  no  argument  as  to 
• hat,  judging  from  the  reaction  of 
the  near  70.000  spectators  who 
thronged  the  Cleveland  Stadium  last 
week  as  their  favored  stars  made 
plays  that  counted  both  offensively 
■nd  defensively.  It  was  a smart 
hit  of  strategy,  indeed  to  give  the 
fans  of  the  country  the  privilege  of 
naming  the  stars  who  participated. 
They  did  Just  that  for  this  195-1  game. 
It  was  stated.  If  future  teams  so 
selected  can  present  the  same  calibre 
.of  baseball.  It  would  be  fitting  to 
make  this  method  general  practire, 
assuring  the  fans  wellbalanced  ex- 
hibitions no  matter  which  side  scores 
the  moat  runs.  After  all.  the  game  s 
the  thing.

The  outbreak  of  the  First  World 
• War  automatically  stifled  any  im- 
mediate development  of  this  innova- 
lion,  and  although  it  was  decided  to 
hold  a Commonwealth  assembly  nf 
sport  every  four  years- to  alternate 
between  the  Olympic  Games  It  was 
not  until  1930  that  Ihe  real  “pioneer- 
ing ' date  was  fixed  That  was  at 
Hamilton.  Ontario.  Ctn  that  occasion, 
only  nine  nf  the  major  countries  of 
the  British  Empire  com jzeied  Britain 
herself  supplied  four  of  these,  re- 
presenting England.  Scotland.  Ireland 
and  Wales. 

At  Hamilton,  the  Game*  were  an 
immediate  success,  and  plans  were 
put  into  operation  for  the  series  to 
continue,  with  London  the  next 
selected  venue.  The  year  was  19.14, 
arid  W hite  City  Stadium  was  the 
ground  on  which  the  Empire's  best 
track  and  field  performer*  revealed 
their  prowess.  It  was  here,  incident- 
ally. that  women  athlete*  were  in- 
cluded for  the  first  time,  and  their 
exhibitions  were  of  such  an  impres- 
sive quality  that  they  have  been 
featured  in  the  fixture  ever  since. 

England,  as  the  Mother  Country  in 
the  sport,  largely  dominated  the  list 
of  successes  in  the  Game*.  Thiji  im- 
parl wa*  radically  altered  when  the 
Game*  w ere  held  In  Sydney.  A us- 
Iralla.  England,  perhaps,  had  not  a 
Mill  representative  team,  hpt  thl*  did 
not  detract  from  the  many  victoriea 
achieved  bv  Ihe  Australians,  who 
thus  made  ihelr  initial  «eal  In  inter- 
national aihletM. 

Ihe  Secnnd  World  War  then  Inter 
veried.  and  It  wa*  not  until  ]9fi0  that 
Ihe  Empire  Game*  were  resumed  - 
ihi*  lime  at  Auckland,  New  Zealand. 
Again  Ihe  Australian*  proved  thern- 
.-cive*  the  leading  athletic  nation,  and 
revealed  astonishing  progress  in'  me 
women'*  events  particularly.  Their 
triumph*  were  indeed  the  founda- 
tion* of  subsequent  Olympic  and 
world  records  which  had  hern  pre 
vlously  monopolized  bv  European*. 
Yw  Zealand,  too,  revealed  form  of 
auprisingly  high  level.  In  that  year,
